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The President’s Page 


I’ this Thanksgiving time we find that the Club has many 
things to be thankful for. Membership is at its limit, and 
the waiting list grows longer and longer. For those who 

have been eager and anxious to join the Club and are still unable 
to do so this is unfortunate, but their turn will come eventually. 
Nowadays it takes almost a year from application time to accept- 
ance. 

The Spring publication, Jessie Benton Fremont’s A Year of 
American Travel has received high critical praise and has sold well. 
A very few copies remain at this writing. May we suggest that you 
consider this handsome volume when making up your Christmas 
list of gifts? 

The Fall book, John Swan’s A Trip to the Gold Mines of Califor- 
ma in 1848 (you have by now received an announcement) was 
unavoidably delayed, for which we beg your indulgence. The 
research necessary to make this the definitive book on Swan and 
his times took longer than was anticipated. Please be assured that 
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the delay has resulted in a splendid piece of scholarship on the 
part of the book’s editor, Dr. John Hussey. Orders for the book 
received so far indicate that the volume will soon go out of print. 

And now for the Christmas book: Landscapes of Old Fapan (the 
title has not yet been decided upon). This will be a companion 
volume to last year’s gure Prints of Old Japan, and, if possible, 
is an even more handsome production. There will be no less than 
52 prints (including a triptych) beautifully and faithfully repro- 
duced in full color. It is hardly necessary to tell members that the 
previous book made Club history. It sold out immediately on 
publication and within weeks was selling in the rare book market 
for three times its published price. It is not, and never has been, 
the policy of the Club to manufacture potential rarities, but it 
was technically impossible to print more than 400 copies of last 
year’s book. The Grabhorn Press, however, has made a special 
effort on the new volume, and Landscapes of Old Japan will be 
printed in an edition of 450 copies. Alas, the extra fifty will prob- 
ably not be sufficient to satisfy the demand. The cost of printing 
so elaborate and handsome a book has strained the Club’s finances 
considerably, so may we make a plea at this time for very prompt 
payment? It would be of great assistance if you enclosed a check 
with your order. ‘The price is $50.00 (plus 4% sales tax to Cali- 
fornia residents). To avoid disappointment we suggest you order 
immediately on receipt of the announcement. Of course, those 
members who have standing orders for all Club books will be 
guaranteed a copy. 

Response to our new categories in membership (regular, $15.00; 
sustaining, $25.00; patron, $100.00) has met with success, but not 
as great a number of members responded as we would have liked. 
Non-profit organizations, such as The Book Club of California, 
are always faced with financial troubles, and it is only by the 
generosity of members that we can survive and carry on the good 
work of the past 48 years. Just that extra ten dollars (the difference 
between regular membership and sustaining) is a big help in our 
budget. And, of course, when we get a patron member ($100.00) 
loud hosannas ring around the Club premises. Next time your 
dues come around may we ask you to dig a little deeper in your 
pockets. And remember that your contributions to the Club are 
tax deductible. 
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The report from your president seems to be one long plea for 
money. Well, this is Christmas time—the time to give. He makes 
no apologies; he prefers to wish you a merry Christmas and a 
prosperous New Year.

The Windsor Press in Retrospect 
By james fohnson 


OR two decades the Windsor Press was in operation in San 
Francisco, and this list of its productions gives a clear 
chronological picture of those days of effort at the Press. 

Without doubt, bibliographer Duncan Olmsted has pursued 
an industrious course in compiling this certainly definitive list of 
Windsor Press books and ephemera. So much so, in fact, that on 
first viewing his typed list, both brother Cecil and I were con- 
tinually being apprised of items we had completely forgotten 
existed. 

This picture evoked by a recording of titles assumes the char- 
acter of a journey spaced by markers. Our years are here—that 
passage in our lives devoted to a labor that was, in part, livelihood, 
but I must confess, in greater measure, the craftsman’s pursuit of 
an ideal. 

That the transience of things in this world be acknowledged 
and retrospective chatter thus be excused, a word on the begin- 
nings should here be in order. 

Firstly, San Francisco had the dominant light of John Henry 
Nash and his classic monumental work. His was a beacon light 
that brought us hither. We next became aware of Johnck, Beran 
& Kibbee, then Taylor & Taylor, Haywood Hunt and, in his 
earliest years, Lawton Kennedy—all in the environs of San Fran- 
cisco. Remember, this was the order of our acquaintance; this 
was the work we were seeing. 

A little later, our first awareness of the Grabhorn name and 
work was through their printing of a Ransohoff announcement. 
From then on the Grabhorn Press could not help but be a pace- 
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maker to us. Here was color, poetry—typographic poetry—and 
by a designer who was absolutely unpredictable as to his next 
design. In such company of San Franciscans, who could resist 
working with type, paper, and ink toward the uttermost 
attainment? 

A printer of books may engage in work of his own devising and 
sO, in essence, become a small scale publisher, but—and it needs 
to be said—a patron, any patron, is a godsend. Aside from the 
help inherent in assured pay for his work, one cannot discount 
the lift in morale occasioned by another’s appreciation of his 
abilities. It is in this respect that The Book Club of California, 
in especial, does benignly. ‘The books we did for the Club were 
kept small purposely so that the Club members might be treated 
to an inexpensive item, yet the very fact of being entrusted with 
an edition was, and still is, a wondrous thing in our ken. 

Aside from the Book Club we were not overly blessed with a 
plethora of people with money anxious for our services. The 
Check List records, however, the few who did pass our portals. 
Among them Albert Bender can never be forgotten. And how 
the years rise up to re-echo! It was only a short time ago that 
the late Herb Fahey visited ‘Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
was shown Albert Bender’s presentation including our edition of 
William Butler Yeats’ Land of Heart’s Desire. 

Another type of interest—and to us mortals, a dubious sort of 
aspiration—is the knowledge that Ogelthorpe U. has thought fit 
to minifilm The Book of the Machine and include it in a time cap- 
sule collection for 5000 A.D. viewing. Now, what could be more 
satisfying than that? 

As to literary efforts of the printers, I can only say that on 
Cecil’s part, the Bibliography of George Sterling—and I suppose this 
is usually the case—was the outgrowth of his collector interest in 
that field. 

As to myself, verse seems to elide with the early years, yet 
unlike many who would wish their callow lines buried ten feet 
deep, I particularly relish their incidence and recall the Keatsian 
afternoons in the untouched Berkeley hills behind the campus, 
where things seemed made for versifying. This was the era of 
“A Child of Adam” and this poet ‘‘with an eye in a fine frenzy 
rolling”? as one erudite reviewer had it. 
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Some of the work received that sought-for accolade, inclusion 
in the Fifty Books of the Year selections, so I believe some attain- 
ment has been garnered by these brothers who, in 1924, set up 
their press to join in the common effort of making good use of 
the printer’s craft. 


Windsor Press Checklist 


San Francisco, 1924-1943 
Compiled by Duncan Hl. Olmsted 


James and Cecil Fohnson founded the Windsor Press in San Francisco 
in 1924. The brothers are natives of Sydney, Australia, and lived in 
various parts of New South Wales and Queensland until 1909, when the 
family moved to Vancouver. Both brothers served with the Canadian forces 
in France in World War I. Fames Johnson first became associated with 
the printing craft in 1913, Cecil some ten years later. Although one sus- 
pects that the printing of books was their first and great love, it was 
secondary to commercial and advertising work. Nevertheless, books and 
pamphlets, printed in the best private press traditions, were published 
more or less regularly during the nearly twenty years the press existed, as the 
following checklist amply demonstrates. The Windsor Press was dis- 
continued in 1943, but the Brothers Johnson are still assoctated with the 
printing industry in San Francisco.

Future of the News-Letter 


and Keepsakes 
Members: Cast Your Ballots! 


SEVERAL MONTHS AGO the suggestion was made that the Club’s annual Keepsake 
Series be combined with the News-Letter and that two of the four yearly issues 
of the News-Letter be reduced in size to four pages and the third and fourth 
combined to make an issue of between 70 and go pages. 

Because such a plan would mark an important change in the Club’s activities 
and services—and because differences of opinion as to its desirability or feasi- 
bility have developed within the Board—the Directors have decided to submit 
the whole question to the members. Accordingly, the arguments pro and con 
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have been summarized and are printed below. Please read them carefully; then 
please express your preference by filling out and returning the enclosed post- 
card. The wishes of the majority will decide the issue. 


Argument For 

In the Summer 1960 issue of the News-Letter certain proposals were made 
relative to the future of the News-Letter and Keepsakes. Certain modifications 
have been suggested both by members of the committee and by members who 
wrote letters or made statements as a result of the report. Thinking at this 
point involves discontinuing the Keepsakes in their present form and issuing 
instead a three part publication of the News-Letter per year, the first two issues 
being simply a few pages of news and official Club announcements and the 
third issue being an annual of between 70 and go pages. This annual would 
contain feature articles of interest to the world of typography, bibliography, 
and book-collecting. Also, the annual would contain illustrated articles of 
Californiana similar in quality and character to the present Keepsakes. The 
annual would not in any sense lose the valuable quality of participation by 
several printer and author members, since the bound-in Keepsake articles 
might well be printed by different printers and written by several authors. 
The annual would also be substantially cased. 

The argument for this change can be summarized under iwo headings: 
quality and finances. In regard to quality, there is little question that an annual 
combining News-Letter and Keepsakes would, by virtue of a better schedule for 
preparation, have a more lasting value to members. It would be easier to 
handle and use for reference, and it could be shelved more easily than twelve 
loose folders of unwieldy size. It would seem, too, that an annual volume of 
this type would make a more worthwhile item in a private or library collection, 
inasmuch as it would in a single place more clearly reflect the purposes, activ- 
ities, and flavor of The Book Club of California. 

As to finances, the cost both in money and time of separately published 
News-Letters and Keepsakes is steadily mounting. Postage and binding for 
slipcases is excessively costly. It is estimated that savings on the combined 
publication would allow for a variety of needed improvements in the Club with 
no sacrifice in quality of service to members. 


Argument Against 

As of now, the Club offers members these four services: a book publishing 
program; the annual Keepsakes; the Quarterly News-Letter, and a series of ex- 
hibitions. The Club publications are offered to those members who wish to buy 
them. The Keepsakes and the News-Letter are supplied free to each member 
(the annual dues paying the cost of producing them), and the exhibitions are, 
of course, also free. Under the proposed new plan the book publishing program 
and the exhibitions will be continued without change. However, the Keepsakes 
and the News-Letter will cease to exist in their present form, and the changes 
outlined above will be made. 

One argument in favor of combining the Keepsakes and the News-Letter is 
that by so doing enough money will be saved to permit the Club to move into 
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larger quarters. However, until the final form the new annual is to take has 
been determined, no accurate estimate of its cost is possible. There is reason to 
believe that a magazine such as planned—one that conforms to the high typo- 
graphical standards desirable in all Club publications—will cost fully as much 
as the present Keepsakes and News-Letter. 

A second argument is that the Keepsakes will not be abandoned, that they 
will merely be reduced in number and combined with the new magazine. Will 
binding them into the Club’s new annual cause them to lose the very quality 
that makes them unique—a quality that for more than a quarter-century has 
provided members with scores of items of literary, historical and typographical 
interest that can be had nowhere else? (Anyone who doubts the monetary value 
of these series has but to consult the catalogues of rare book dealers). 

Third: Would eliminating the News-Letter, a publication that in its present 
form has served its purpose well since its founding in 1933, be a wise step? 
Should it be abandoned now in favor of a magazine that may or may not realize 
the expectations of its sponsors—and may or may not survive? For it is debatable 
if the Club—which must of necessity depend almost entirely on volunteer help 
—can long continue to plan and assemble and publish a magazine of the size 
and scope contemplated. Certainly the fate of similar book-collectors’ maga- 
zines that have been launched from time to time—the Colophon is one example— 
does not augur well for the success of the present venture.

The 1961 series will be printed by Lawton Kennedy, 
which insures us of a beautiful series. 

The first six will be received by the members the first part of the next year. 
They will include the northern California part of the series. 

Mrs. Helen S. Giffen, of the Society of California Pioneers and one-time 
resident of Nevada City, has written the article on Nevada City; the Auburn 
firehouse is the subject of Mrs. May W. Perry, executive secretary of the Placer 
County Historical Society; the Columbia firehouses are discussed by Aubrey 
Neasham, historian, Division of Beaches and Parks; the Sacramento Engine 
Company, No. 3, by Hero Eugene Rensch, author and historian; San Fran- 
cisco’s Knickerbocker Engine No. 5 (Lillie Coit’s), by Oscar Lewis, author and 
Vice-President of the Book Club; and, sixth, ‘““The Story of Old Broderick,”’ by 
Miss Marcia Tucker of the Fireman’s Fund Insurance Company.

Serendipity 


ALTHOUGH the Roxburghe Club and the Zamorano Club (of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, respectively) are tight little groups of bibliophiles, their 
occasional joint meetings are of general interest. For example, the Roxburghe 
Club as hosts in September organized a fascinating exhibit of representative 
items from the collections of its members. This show, named ‘‘Collector’s 
Choice,’ included 123 rare books, prints, hand-bindings, letters, and broad- 
sides, and was displayed in two large galleries of the Palace of the Legion of 
Honor. In the handsome catalogue, printed by the Grabhorn Press, Oscar 
Lewis explains in the Foreword that “This is no ordinary collection of books; 
indeed it would be hardly stretching the truth unduly to call it unique... it 
is one of the most interesting, and instructive, and revealing exhibitions book- 
lovers have had the pleasure of viewing in many a day. For here are assembled 
the books a group of collectors—all ardent bibliophiles—have chosen from their 
own shelves—books they have selected, not for their importance or rarity, but 
simply because they happen to like them; in other words, these are their favor- 
ites.” In addition to the “‘Collector’s Choice” show, the joint meeting was marked 
with the usual volume of important keepsakes from such eminent California 
presses as: Grabhorn, Lawton Kennedy, Grace Hoper, Grant Dahlstrom, Cole- 
Holmquist, Roger Levenson, Robert MacMakin and many others. 


AMONG RECENT ADDITIONS to the Club’s library are two books of Western 
Americana of unusual interest: 
A Southwestern Century by Lawrence Clark Powell consists of a bibliography 
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of one hundred books of non-fiction about the Southwest, his personal choice 
of the best in that field. Dr. Powell, head of the UCLA Library School, has 
been variously described as ‘‘a zealot in the propagation and preservation of 
the printed word,” as ‘“‘one of the greatest modern essayists of the librarian 
profession,” and as ‘‘a distinguished scholar.” The edition is limited to 500 
copies, with typography by Carl Hertzog and illustrations by Tom Lea. Pub- 
lished by J. E. Reynolds, Bookseller at Van Nuys, California. Price $7.50. 
(Note: The Clarence Day Award—for a librarian who has done outstanding 
work in encouraging the love of books and reading—was granted to Dr. Powell 
recently). 

The Huntington Library has just issued California’s Architectural Frontier, a 
study of style and tradition in the Nineteenth Century, by Harold Kirker, 
Assistant Professor of History at Massachusetts Institute of Technology. “‘Give 
me neither Romanesque nor Gothic; much less Italian Renaissance, and least 
of all English Colonial—this is California—give me Mission.” The cry at the 
end of the nineteenth century was to return to the romantic Spanish architec- 
ture of early California, but as the author of this book makes clear, the pastel- 
tinted hacienda was eschewed for the architecture familiar to each immigrant; 
each brought with him his society’s architectural heritage. Examples of Cali- 
fornia’s architecture are reproduced in sixty-four photographs; also included 
are bibliographical notes and sources for more than one hundred architects 
who practiced in nineteenth century California. Designed and printed by Grant 
Dahlstrom at The Castle Press, the book is especially attractive. Price $7.50. 


Postscripts on Dwiggins, two volumes of essays and recollections on the late W. A. 
Dwiggins, the noted graphic artist, is an important addition to the subject of 
book production. Contributors include Dorothy Abbe, Paul A. Bennett, Philip 
Hofer, Alfred A. Knopf, Carl Purington Rollins and Rudolph Ruzicka. It is 
edited by Paul A. Bennett and includes a selective check list of the writings of 
WAD. The volumes are well-illustrated and the essays, largely by close friends, 
make for a fascinating biographical study of a great personage in the world of 
books. The edition is limited to 1050 copies, of which 600 are for general sale. 
The Club has received a complimentary copy of this book from Mr. Bennett, 
and it is a valuable contribution to a growing special collection of Dwiggins in 
the Club library. The books are available at $10 the set, boxed in a slipcase.

THE CLUB’S LIBRARY—specializing in the field of fine printing: press books, 
works on the history of printing, bibliographical material, the private press— 
is being enriched continually by member contributions. The Club library has 
had for some time two of the three volumes of the Ashendene Press Dante 
printed on vellum. Now, through the generosity of Club member Norman H. 
Strouse, the third and rarest of the volumes, The Inferno, has been acquired. 
In the field of the history of printing we have received Fine Printing in Californa 
by James D. Hart. He tells us of the development of the reputation for fine 
printing in this state, and the book itself is an excellent example for this repu- 
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tation, a handsome volume designed and expertly printed by Roger Levenson 
of the Tamalpais Press, Berkeley. The edition is limited to 100 copies and was 
presented to the recent joint meeting of the Zamorano and Roxburghe Clubs. 


SPEAKING OF PRIVATE PRESSES, the Club also received Printing in Privacy, a review 
of the recent activity among American private presses. This pamphlet includes 
notes on the San Francisco Bay area by Roger Levenson and on the New York 
area by Ben Lieberman. Here there is proof of the increasing activity of and 
interest in the private press movement; the editors are at work on a third book 
of pressmarks and have just completed a directory-roster of American private 
presses and a check-log of private press names. The Check-Log, edited by 
Elizabeth K. Lieberman, contains about 1300 names! 


ONE OF THE most unusual books of the year is the History of St. Andrew’ s Episcopal 
Church in Cripple Creek, Colorado, written by Hazel W. Bunker, a well-known 
Colorado journalist. It concerns the little Episcopal parish in the gold mining 
town once known as the “World’s Greatest Gold Camp,” tracing its history 
from the boom days of Cripple Creek’s 30,000 population to the present ebb 
of only 800 persons. The book was privately printed by Dr. John R. Evans, a 
Denver physician and one of the West’s best known private lithographers. The 
type was set by hand, and the 300 copies were printed by hand on an old Gordon 
Jobber. All the copies are numbered and autographed by the author. 


‘THE HUNTINGTON LIBRARY is publishing French Decorative Arts in the Huntington 
Collection by Robert R. Wark: 116 illustrations of French eighteenth-century 
art, including tapestry, porcelain, furniture, clocks, and candelabra. Introduc- 
tion and notes discuss attributions, origins, and style for the objects illustrated. 
The handsome book will sell for $5.00. It will be printed by The Castle Press. 


MosT MEMBERS, of course, have a vital interest in beautiful books and their 
production. For them, one of the most satisfactory journals is PAGA, Printing 
and Graplic Arts, published quarterly by The Stinehour Press at Lunenburg, 
Vermont (subscription price $2 a year). In the current issue, there is a pro- 
vocative article by the noted commercial artist Joseph Low on his private 
venture, ‘The Eden Hill Press at Newton, Connecticut. Mr. Low founded his 
press on the premise that the artist should be his own printer. Because he dis- 
cusses in detail the printing problems he encountered and his solutions (the 
press, rollers, ink, paper, wood, linoleum and rubber blocks for engraving), 
the article is of particular interest to those operating a private press. Also, 
Mr. Low discusses the serious problem of publishing private press books: an 
audience exists but must be reached by direct mail to avoid the increase in 
price which a dealer’s mark-up would necessitate. 


BROWN UNIVERSITY LIBRARY has issued an attractive catalogue on the occasion 
of its outstanding exhibition on William Morris and the Kelmscott Press. The 
show included sixty-two rare Morris books, personal mementos such as letters 
and art work, textiles, wallpaper, etc. Included in the catalogue is the address 
given by Philip C. Duschnes before the Friends of the Library.
